Its spiritual substance 
is German. It reflects instinctive 
Germanic devotion to discipline. 


Bolshevism found it adamant. The 
uprising in Munich under Hittler 
clearly showed the army's ittitude 
to the republic. Its vicissitudes 
have given us military and civil 
names that will live in history be- 
sides those of our great leaders of 
the war and of former times—the 
man, for example, who stayed the 
tide of bolshevism; those who 
grappled with the task of rebuild- 
ing our wrecked social and econo- 
mic structure; those who kept to 
their posts in the heaviest seas, and 
helped to steer our waterlogged 
craft through the countless rocks 
on the passage.” 

“You refer to men like 
von Seeckt, Noske?” | 

“To these and many others we 
owe gratitude. But none seeks 
prominence; all desire to do their 
duty to the nation unostentatious- 
ly. As long as this sense of duty 
remains. we face the future, how- 
ever anxious, not without confi- 
dence.”’ 

“How does republican Germany 
look upon disarmament?” 

“We have accepted it in princi- 
ple, and regard it witg favor if it 
be universal. Internatfonaly!, Ger- 
many already is disarmed. We have 
neither army nor navy of interna- 
tional meaning.. Thus . Germany 
has everything to gain and nothing 
te lose from the advance of this 
magnificent ideal. ‘We live encir- 
cled by arms and impotent upon 
the seas. Our frontiers are open-— 
no rivers ‘or ‘mountains to’ shelter 
us, as Italy has, as Spain has, as 
France would like in the Rhine; no 
command ‘of the air: no protecting 
waters such as those ridden by 
Britain's fleet.

“Your feeling is that the world’s 
supreme need is peace?” 

“That certainly is my feeling.” 

“Do you know of a better way 
than through a league of nations to 
get peace?” 

“No.”

Not Imperil Sovereignty. 


“Do you see any peril to nation- 
ality or to political and territorial 
sovereignty in the 
stands today?”’ 

“So far as I can see, the league 
as such, in practice, does not en- 
danger the freedom of will, the In- 


dependence, the security, of any 
nation. Great Powers, democra- 
cies, will avoid any organization 


that threatens to wrest their des- 
tiny from their own hands. Pres- 
ervation of the democratic princi- 
ple presupposes the operation of 
local knowledge and control. Peo- 
ples are not ready for world. fed- 
eralism—for national autonomies 
related to an over-riding central 
authority, as, for example, the 
Amercan states ‘to Washington or 
the German states to Berlin.

Reciprocal 
trust and peace will be hard enough 
to get, even with every great na- 
tion helping to the limit of its pow- 
er. It is indispensable to any suc- 
cessful peace movement that it em- 
brace all the principal constituents 
of human strength in the world.”’ 

“Then you: would wish Russia to 
join?” 

“I should wish all nations to put 
their shoulders to the wheel in this 
superlatively important matter.” 

“You perceive no way for man- 
kind to progress harmoniously 
without some kind of body in per-

for instance. the interchange of 
children and young folk. Many 
thousands of German children 
found homes and succor in-neigh- 
boring countries like Holland, 
Switzerland and Scandinavia, 
when our country was facing fam- 
ine after the armistice.

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TO LABOR BUDGET 


Tax Reduction. Measure In- 
troduced in Commons by 
Chancellor Snowden 
Sure of Passage. | 


ISSUE OF FREE 
TRADE RAISED 


Bill Reduces Levies on Food

LONDON, April 30.—Labor jhas 
brought in its‘ first budget, and it 
was not in a single respect social- 
istic, although presented in the 
House of Commons by Philip 
Snowden, Labor’s Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and an avowed Socialist. 

Before a crowded house yester- 
day, Snowden hinted that any se- 


rious attempts to carry out* La- 
bor’s real program would be post- 
poned until the country has given 
Labor an absolute majority in Par- 
liament. 


Meanwhile, profiting by econo- 
‘mies and high taxes enforced since 
the war, he was able to strike a 
great political blow for his party 
by reductions, entirely unexpected 
in their dimensions, in taxes on tea 
and sugar, the staples of English 
working class existence. He halved 
the duty on tea and more than 
halved it on sugar. 

Snowden’'s speech was a personal 
triumph achieved by a very ill 
man. Its political importance was 
great; it probably assures Labor 
some months of power. It de- 
stroyed in an hour the “political 
crisis’’ that some prophets thought 
was brewing. 

The budget undoubtedly 
prove popular and increase La- 
bor’s strength in the country. As 
|'Former Premier Asquith said later 
it was a free trade budget and 
flung down the gauntlet to the 
Tories. 

But the personal drama for a 
moment outweighed the wider is- 
sues. Philip Snowden, an invalid 
for many years, a small man—al- 
most dwarflike he appeared from 
the gallery—with a deathlike pal- 
lor on his pinched features, hob- 
bled painfully into the House, 
aided by two canes. When he 
arose from the front bench he had 
to grip the Treasury box on tie 
table before him. He was facing 
the most formidable parliamentary 
oratorical crisis any statesman is 
ever called upon to surmount. 


| Keen Analysis of Finance. 


Sums involving billions of dol- 
|lars, enormously complicated tax- 
jation questions, the whole laby- 
rinth. of. national finance, must by | 
ancient tradition be explained 
clearly to a House composed most- 
ly of nonexperts. But, at the same 
time the Chancellor must keep his 
| hearers interested. He must mix 
with humor and digs at his oppo- 
|nents the dry chaff of his statis- 
tics. 

Snowden, in an hour and 35 min- 
utes, never for a moment lost the 
attention of his hearers. He kept 
his secrets to the last, mingling a 
brilliantly simple and sound analy- 
sis of the country’s finance with 
humor and an appeal to national 
pride. 


He spoke of British sacrifices an‘ 
burdens borne to maintain Brit- 
lish credit since the war; he drew 
itears with the tale of an old wom- 
an who stole a tin of condensed 
milk during the war, when she 
coulda get no milk for her child, 
and has now sent a shilling con- 
science money to the Treasury; he 
aroused storms of laughter as he 
chaffed a water-drinking, former 
Tory Minister in announcing remis- 
sion of the duty on table wafers: 
he drew chuckles as he declared 
higher wages under a Labor Gov- 
ernment would increase the excise 
revenue... 

Then, his great effort over, the 
Chancellor turned to take his seat.

of the Missouri Society at the 
Hotel Plaza, Dr. Nicholas Murray’ 
Butler, president of Columbia Uni- 
versity, sounded’ the call to action 
for the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, and Dr. Stratton D. 
Brooks, president of the University 
of Missouri, the next speaker, chose 
to “disagree with nearly every sen- 
tence of Dr. Butler's »s _s 
Dr. Butler appealed to en and 
women of religious faith, of moral 


principle and of, public spirit’ to; 


strike the eighteenth amendment, 
the “hateful cause of all this de- 
moralization,” from the Constitu- 
tion. Those, he said, who persist 
in supporting this “unenforceable 
law’’ must accept responsibility of 
being silent partners of the boot- 
leggers and contributors to the 
undermining of our structure of 
government. 
Dr. Butler on Prohibition. 

Of the prohibition amendment 
Dr. Butler said: “The national pro- 
hibition law cannot be enforced. It 
ought not to.have been passed. 
No liberal can support it. It is no 
more moral or immoral to drink 
or to refrain from drinking alco- 
holic liquor than it is to eat or to 
refrain from eating roast beef or 
buckwheat cakes.” 

The title of his address was 
“Prohibition Is | 
Issue,” his conception being that 
not prohibition but itS conse- 
quences_have raised the question 
of morality. These he listed as the 
hypocrisy of Senators, Representa- 
tives and Judges? who, secretly 
bibulous, openly support prohibi- 
tion; the danger to the bill of 
rights inherent in the contradic- 
tory abrogation of those rights by 
the eighteenth amendmefit:. the 
dangerous assumption of police 
powers by the Federal Govern- 
ment to the detriment ,of the 
states’ rights and the tendency to 
make the Constitution a sectional) 
affair—rejected or accepted piece- 
meal according to the local feel. 
ings of each section of-the coun- 
try. 

Attack on Anti-Saloon 

Dr. Butler made a biting, open 
attack on the Antisaloon League 
and on those pulpits who expressed 
sympathy for William H. Ander- 
son, the former Anti-Saloon 
League head in this State, who is 
now in prison for forgery of the 
league’s books. 

“If the Antisaloon League on the 
one hand and the bootleggers on 
the other had conspired together 
to bring nominal! glory to the first 
and certain profit to the second, 
they would have united in urging 
the precise course of action which 
has been follered. 

“What can one say of those who, 
while calling themselves ministers 
of the Gospel of Christ—God save 
the mark!—pass resolutions of 
confidence in a convicted criminal, 
tender him a substantial gift of 
money wrung from their deluded 
dupes, and roll their eyes to 
heayen, giving thanks that they 
are not as other men? In what 
respect do they difer from these 
hysterical and un ced women 
who shower convicted murderers 
with flowers and sweetmeats? How 
dare they stand in a pulpit called 
Christian and «0 violate both the 
practice and the teachings of Jesus 
Christ himself?” 

Dr. Butler based his onset for 
action on the assumption that “it 
is the Eighteenth Amendment it- 
self which is the cornerstone of! 
the whole vast immoral, degrading 
and law-breaking system that has 
been built upon it.’ Changes in the 
Volstead Act method of adminis- 
tering it would be an ineffective 
quibble, 

President Is Quoted. 

Dr. Butler quoted President 
Coolidge as saying, “in a. republic 
the law reflects rather than makes 
the standard of conduct. THe at- 
tempt to dragoon the body when 
the need is to convince the soul 
will end in revolt.”’ 

As an example of what he con- 
ceives as the disruptive forces of 
the eighteenth amendment, Dr.
